Queuille (pronounced “Kai-yeh”) 
visited the President at Elysee 
Palace -after Edouard Herriot, 
6 years old and “sick, an- 
nounced he had rejected an offer. 
Auriol for the first time also con- 
sulted rightist followers of Gen. 
Charles de Gaulle in the crisis, 

Reply Promised Tomorrow. 
Queuille, like Herriot, is a mem- 
ber of the conservative Radical 
Socialist party. He sa'd he would 
reply to the President's offer to- 
morrow. 
He left the palace through a 
cordon of about 100 police and 
Mobile Guards who had been 
thrown around the building when 
several hundred workers assem- 
bled at the outskirts of Paris and 
began marching toward the cen- 
ter of the city 
Queuille, who is 64 held 16 
minor cabinet posts between 1920 
and 1940, and was Minister of 
State in the cabinet of Premier 
Andre Marie’s government from 
July 26 to Aug. 27 this year.

St. Louis Prices Would Blow Holes 
In Grocers’ Low-Cost Meal Budget 


$1 Menus, Designed to Put Crimp in Cost of 
Living for Family of 4, Are in 
$5 League Here. 


The National Association of Re- 
tail Grocers yesterday published a 
list of 25 menus which it said 
could be prepared for a family of 
four for $1 or a little less, but a 
check of local stores indicated the 
meals if purchased here would be 
more likely to put a sizable dent) 
in a $5 bill. 
In its September bulletin the, 
association says these menus '| 
would put a crimp in the high cost | 
of living. The prices, it adds, are 
typical New York retail food | 
peaks for April. , 
Variations Conceded. 

The United States Department 
of Labor index showed the New 
York prices to be average for the 
nation, the association said, al- 
though it conceded that some 
might vary slightly because of 
changing supply situations in 
various areas. Inquiry by the 
Post-Dispatch of local grocers 
showed a considerable variation. 

The first menu on the list con- 
sisted of gumbo creole, roast beef, 


chopped spinach and grapefruit 
sections, and was supposed to cost 
92 cents. The drawback on this 
menu is the roast beef. The 
cheapest cut would be a chuck 
roast which costs about 70 cents 
a pound. For four persons three 
and one-half pounds would be 
needed, a butcher said, so the cost 
of the meal would amount to 
$2.45 even before any vegetables 
had been bought. 

The gumbo, spinach and grape- 
fruit sections would cost 18, 15 and 
28 cents a can each. That would 
add 61 cents to the cost of the 
meal, bringing the total to $3.06.

A more likely economical menu 
would be No. 7 which includes 
grapefruit juice, frankfurters, 
baked beans and peach slices and 
is supposed to cost 98 cents, 

Frankfurters, however, cost 68 
cents a pound, and about a pound 
and one half would be required to 
provide two each for four per- 
sons, That would be $1.02. Grape- 
fruit juice would be another 14

CIO Unit Has Fined 
New York Firms ‘as 
Much as $1,000,000.’ 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 8 (UP)— 
A spokesman for part of New 
York City’s billion-dollar fur in- 
dustry charged today that a “dic- 
tatorship” of Communist union 
leaders attempts to keep manufac- 
turers in line through intimida- 
tion. He asserted this “dictator- 
ship” employs “super-sleuths in 
the intimidation tactics.” 

The spokesman was Joseph J. 
Berdnstein, a New York lawyer 
representing the American Fur 
Liners Contractors Association and 
the independent Fur Manufac- 
turers Association. He made the 
charge at a public hearing of a 
House labor subcommittee headed 
by Representative Schwabe (Rep.), 
Missouri. Bernstein said that 
union control of the industry has 
the effect of keeping fur coat 
prices high. 

The subcommittee, is investigat- 
ing the extent of Communist in- 
filtration into the CIO Fur and 
Leather Workers union and affili- 
ated unions. 


Union Leaders Named. 
Bernstein named Ben Gold, pres- 
ident of the CIO union, and Irving 
Potash, manager of the Furriers 
Joint Council, as the two most 
powerful Communist union lead- 
ers in the industry. 

The Furriers Joint Council is 
the governing body for fur union 
locals in New York. Bernstein 
said oPtash was one of 12 Com- 
munists leaders recently indicted 
by a New oYrk federal grand jury 
on charges of conspiring to over- 
throw the Government by force 
and violence. 

Bernstein’s chief complaint was 
directed at the refusal of the 
union to recognize independent 
contractors, whose function is to 
finish fur garments with linings. 

The unions, he said, insist that 
manufacturers should have such 
work done in their own factories. 

Fines Levied. 

He said that any time the union 
catches a manufacturer using 
such a contractor, the manufac- 
turer is penalized by the assess-

The 1000 delegates adopted the 
resolution by an estimated 8-to-1 
show of hands. It was supported 
by UE President Fitzgerald. 
Carey, a past president, said he 
would run against Fitzgerald 
again. 

The union is the third largest in 
the CIO. Wallace addressed the 
convention on Monday. 

In urging that the convention 
support Truman, Carey said the 
Progressive party will “only serve 
to split and divide the labor 
movement, liberals and progres- 
sives.” 

Earlier, the convention voted 
down a minority report by Carey 
criticizing the union’s political | 
stands and urging that it take 
back without penalty and seced- 
ing members—“even those who 
have expressed anti-Communist 
views.” 

The resolution against a pres- 
idential indorsement said labor 
leaders who believe the Republi- 
can and Democratic parties have 
the “exclusive right” to represent 
the people are joining “the hys- 
terical red-baiting that the old 
parties have raised to preserve 
their political monopoly.”

Before the vote, a delegate 
asked whether adoption of the 
resolution would mean the union 
would stop spending its funds to 
support Wallace. 

Fitzgerald replied that any one 
who said the union’s funds were 
being spent for any presidential 
candidate “is a damnable liar.”

Fitzgerald also denounced as

Reports from usually reliable 
sources said Communist groups 
had smashed tractors owned by 
so-called “rich peasants” in cen- 
tral Poland, and that fences divid- 
ing individual farms were being 
torn down in some areas. 


Communist action committees 


‘have been sent out to hand peas- 


ants the news that their produc- 
tion must be put on a common 
basis, They also were starting to 
patch up gaps in the party front 
caused by what the party leader- 
ship has termed “deviations.” 

Warsaw headquarters, under the 
leadership of President Boleslaw 
Bierut, has ordered the Com- 
munists to weed our “rightists 
and nationalists” among the na- 
tionalistic-minded peasantry. 

Use of Force Opposed. 

Hilary Minc, Minister . of In- 
dustry and (‘ommerce, said social- 
ization of farm production will be 
achieved, but that the co-opera- 
tion of the peasants must De of 
their “free will.” He declared that 
party members who used force 
against the peasants would be 
punished, 

The Communist offensive is to 
be directed principally against the 
so-called “rich peasant.” The Com- 
munists figure that by setting up 
farm machinery pools for common 
use they can keep a closer check 
on the harvest of these peasants 
and stop hoarding. 

Through co-operative agencies 
they expect to keep their hands 
on price controls and force the 
peasants to funnel their produce 
to market through such organi- 
zations at fixed prices. 

The individualistic peasant, how- 
ever, would prefer to make what 
he can out of his work by sell- 
ing in the “gray market.” 

Mine said the succes of Soviet 
Russia’s farm system has proved 
that such is what Poland needs 
for complete socialization. 

There are 100,000 farms in Po- 
land comprising from 50 to 125 
acres or more. These the Com- 
munists regard as a core of cap- 
italism, and it is these owners 
who are expected to put up the 
stiffest resistance to socialization.

WASHINGTON, Sept. &. 


VERYONE knows that there are millions of persons—certainly 


as many as 12,000,000—in the 


forced labor camps of the Soviet 


Union, yet the very magnitude of this vast system of human 


reason it is worth telling the story 


Peter’s story is entirely authen- 
tic, although for obvious reasons 
it has been necessary to alter cer- 
tain details, 

The story of Peter, who is now 
out of reach of the dread MVD, 
begins in the spring of 1939. That 
was when he was arrested in Mos- 
cow by the secret police. Peter 
was just 21, and he had emigrated 
to the Soviet Union with his fam- 
ily. 

» Tries to Go Home. 

He did not like what he saw, and 
since he was not a Soviet citizen, 
he naively decided to go back to 
his native land. For this purpose, 
he visited his country’s embassy to 
ask for the proper papers, He was 
arrested, without his family’s 
knowledge, and thrown into Mos- 
cow’s grim Lubyanka prison. 

The prison was crowded, so 
crowded that the prisoners had 
barely room to stand erect. Under 


iconstant grilling by the secret 


police, Peter stoutly protested that 
he had no interest in politics, and 
had only wanted to go home. 
After three months in the prison, 
he was bundled into a railway 
wagon on a Moscow siding. 

To his dismay, the other occu- 
pants of the crowded wagon told 
him it was bound for Siberia. 

For six weeks the closed wagon 
with its human cargo moved east 
by fits and starts. Never during 
this time were its occupants al- 
lowed to leave it. 

Inevitably, dysentery soon took 
hold in the stinking wagon. By 
the time they reached Magadon, 
in the Bay of Tausk, half the pris- 
oners had died. 

Death His Only Future. 

At Magadon, Peter first heard 
the charge against him—“political 
crimes against the state.” He was 
put to work in the Kolima gold 
mines, worked entirely ty slave 
labor. He soon realized that a 
political prisoner in the Kolima 
gold mines could look forward 
only to ane end—death: death by 
freezing, or by starvation, or by 
a combination of both.

The burial detail methodically dig 
a: mass grave in the morning, and 
filled it in again at night, cover 
ing with earth the cadavers whith 
had been collected during the day.

The burial squad also was 
charged with a peculiarly grue- 
some ceremony. During most*of 
the year, the cold was so intense 
that when a man died his body 
became hard as stone in a matter 
of minutes. In this condition” it 
was difficult or impossible to take 
the dead man’s fingerprints ‘to 
complete the official records of 
the secret police. 

Therefore it was part of the 
duty of the burial squad to cut 
the hands from each cadaver, and 
take them to a special hut in 
which a fire was kept lit. The 
hands were made soft and pliable 
over the fire, and a complete set 
of fingerprints was taken for the 
record. 

The hands were then tied .to- 
gether with cord, and looped 
around the corpse’s neck before

‘With reference to the late Reichs- 
marshal Hermann Goering’s remarks 
about Herr Hitler’s memory for detail, 
as reported by Werner Bross in the 
Post-Dispatch, does not the story about 
the four disused mortars go back to 
the time of Napoleon? 
Perhaps some of your readers, with a 
greater memory for detail than is mine, 
will be able to supply the reference. I 
fead the story many years ago, in a 
Hook of Hilaire Belloc’s, I believe. The 
essential fact is that during an insper- 
tion of a fortress in the east of France, 
Napoleon is said to have noticed that 
four out-of-date mortars, which he re- 
membered as heing stored in a cellar 
of the fortress, were not included in 
the inventory. 

Napoleon then ordered a search to be 
made and the mortars were found in the 
place indicated by him. This story is

Labor day appearances, Mr. Stassen had little 
trouble in scoring some effective points in his 


reply. | 


It is odd that the President, with all the ad« 
visers he has at his beck and call, should open 
himself up to deserved rebuke for making a 
demagogic appeal to labor and for setting class 


against class. Mr. Stassen properly seized upon 
this to deplore the President's attitude and to 
present a picture of a united America. The pic- 
ture the ex-Governor painted is the kind of ut- 
terance the country expected from the President 
and didn’t get. 

Mr. Stassen found it easy to answer Mr. Tru- 
man’s opposition to the Taft-Hartley law by a 
calm recital of the law’s provisions and its ac- 
complishments. He showed that there has been 
less than one-third the strike loss under the new 
law than there was in 1946; that labor has won 
handsome contracts with the law In effect; and 
that it has operated to curb the power of labor 
leaders in the interest of the rank and file. 


Mr. Stassen was able, too, to confront the 
President with the embarrassing fact that a ma- 
jority of Democrats in Congress voted for the 
Taft-Hartley law. Just why Mr. Truman banks 
so heavily on his veto of this Jaw is difficult to 
understand, since so many of his supporters, in 
Congress and out, favor the legislation. We re- 
print under the cartoon today an editorial from 
the Courier-Journal, which has strongly sup- 
ported the President, telling him some of the 
facts of life on this subject. 

When Mr. Stassen talks about causes of infla- 
tion, he is Jess tonvincing. Apparently through- 
out the campaign, both sides are going to do 
their best to blame inflation upon each other, 
thus generating more heat than light. Mr. Stas- 
sen is correct in saying that the President bears 
a share of blame for high prices, but his awn 
party is also heavily.responsible. It is unfair, 
we think, to criticize the President for antici- 
pating a depression after the war. In this, he 
was following the advice of many eminent 
students of national affairs and certainly, as it 
appeared at that time, it was the path of pru- 
dence to expect trouble rather than to look for- 
ward to a boom. 


Mr. Stassen traces our inflationary ills to 
what he calls the President's pessimistic view of 
the future of America. As past history has 
shown, including the period right after the first 
war and the boom ending in 1929. it is well for 
caution to play its part. Optimism has some- 
times proved disastrous. 


It is Mr; Stassen’s contention that the primary 
causes of high prices are the world-wide short- 
age of goods in the wake of war, the unsound 
policies of the administration after the war, plus 
the need for sending vast quantities of goods 
abroad. But it is not clear what he would do to 
remedy the situation, except that he is against 
the kind of controls recommended by the Presi- 
dent. The country is asked to take on faith Mr. 
Stassen’s statement that 

Gov. Dewey, as I see it, will exercise the 

essential economic management in the 

presidency to prevent a bubble boom and 
also to avoid the sickening bust of sudden 
deflation. 

We imagine that, before the campaign is over, 
the country, which has been doing some hard 
thinking about inflation, will want a more de- 
tailed bill of particulars than that. 


In his discussion of Gov, Dewey's accomplish- 
ments in New York, Mr. Stassen paid an ef- 
fective tribute to the leader of the party. But 
he is less effective whén he says that Gov. 
Dewey will carry out the G.O.P. platform in the 
spirit in which it was written “as a forward 
looking document.” The platform is very weak 
on inflation; it is reckless in its attitude toward 
tax reduction; it is evasive on public housing; 
and it is vicious with regard to restoring tide- 
lands oil to the states. 


On the whole Mr. Stassen’s speech was a clever 
reply to the President, if unconvincing on some 
major points. If Mr. Truman is going to make 
a horse race out of the campaign—and it is very 
doubtful whether an abler man than he could 
do so—he is going to have to improve on his 
Detroit performance. 
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Henry Wallace, “Deviationist” 

Although he has followed closely the Soviet 
line on foreign policy, Henry Wallace in other 
ways does not yet qualify for the abundant life, 
Russian style. As a plant and stock breeder, he 
hews to the Mendel-Morgan line in genetics. 
The new Soviet doctrine that environment out- 
weighs heredity in the development of species 
holds little attraction for him. 

For expressing similar views in Russia, the 
great geneticist, Vavilov, was banished to a 
Siberian concentration camp where he soon 
died. Safely in the United States, however, Mr. 
Wallace says he will go right along creating hy- 
brid corn by letting the silk of a corn plant take 
the pollen of a tassel of the same plant. Not 
only this, but he will continue his inbreeding of 
hens for bigger egg and meat production. Both 
these practices are sternly frowned upon by 
Trofim Denisovich Lysenko, head of the Lenin 
All-Union “Academy of Agricultural Sciences, 
whose doctrine has been made eeticial in all the 
Russias. 

We salute Mr. Wallace for standing four- 
square for the unintimidated nen-political ap- 
proach to science. But he’d better not move to 
Russia if he wants to continue to practice it. 
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Fine Rule, Though Belated -

dicate. Handbooks have paid in $125 each a 
week. The punchboard “tax” has been $5 each 
—a sum large enough when it is remembered 
that punchboards are put out in thousand-lots. 
The dice games at the Paddock Club, $150 
weekly; the gambling casino at the Lake Club, 
$500; casinos at the Orchid, Pad and Countree 
clubs, $250 each; slot machines, $12 a week and 
80 On, ; 

Momentarily the lid is on. This should fool 
no one. Neither Sheriff Rhule nor State’s At- 
torney Curren of Sangamon county was raising 
his little finger to stop cotnmercialized gambling 
or to break up the bribe rackets. Mayor Eielson 
of Springfield was doing no more than the 
county officials when the Post-Dispatch’s dis- 
closures began. Sheriff Rhule was frank to say 
that the county was wide open as to gambling 
and that he did not intend to do anything.

The Sangamon County Bar Association 
has been asked for “advice and co-operation.”

Mr. Truman condemns the Taft-Harctley Act but the Democratic 
platform calls for the same kind of legislation, newspaper says; labor 
leaders-demand its repeal but, according to a Gallup poll on its first 
, anniversary, only 38 per cent of union members agree with them.

President Truman wastes his breath, 
when in his Labor day message, he calls 
for repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act. A year’s 
experience has not established the Presi- 
dent’s-contention that this law “unfairly 
restricts labor unions and their members,” 
Most of the people, including many labor 


union members, know this, and so do most 


the members of 
Congress, including 
most of the Demo- 
cratic members. 


As a matter of 
fact, Mr. Truman did 
not even mean what 
he said when he 
called for repeal of 
the act. For he add- 
ed: “Better legisia- 
tion on Jabor-man- 
agement relations is 
an absolute necessi- 
ty.” Thus what he really meant was that 
the Taft-Hartley Act ought to be revised, 
though he didn’t specify in what particu- 
lars, 

The same kind of double-talk was heard 
in the Democratic platform. This docu- 
ment denounced the Taft-Hartley Act 
sharply and called for its repeal. Never- 
theless, the platform added: “We advocate 
such legislation as is desirable to estab- 
lish a just body of rules to assure free 
and effective collective bargaining, to de- 
terminé, in the public interest, the rights 
of employers and employes, ta reduce to 
a minimum their conflict of interest and 
to enable unions to keep their membership 
free from Communistic influences.” 
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President Truman 


To Restore a Balance 


Now, the authors of the Taft-Hartley 
Act would contend, with justice, that they 
tried to draw just exactly such a body of 
rules. Specifically, they sought to redress 
the balance of the Wagner Act, which, as 
interpreted, left management at disadvan- 
tage at the bargaining table. 

No perfect body of rules was produced, 
of course. But the groundwork was laid 
for correction of abuses which had devel- 
oped ynder the older act. And that ground- 
work has a look of permanence. 

Mr, Truman could not attempt to deny 
that abuses existed. He spoke of them 
himself in a Labor day address at Detroit 
in 1944 when he was a candidate for the 
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vice-presidency. He went on to say: “La- 
bor has its duties as well as rights, Just 
as bankers have their embezziers and law- 
yers their shysters, labor kas among it 
those who are unwilling to pull their own 
weight. 


“Like Caesar's wife, labor must be be- 
yond suspicion. You must elect and fol- 
low wise leaders of proved integrity. Your 
contracts must be sacred. Above all else, 
you must turn in an honest day’s work 
every day you are on the job.” It was 
precisely with reference to labor's duties 
as well as rights that the Taft-Hartley Act 
was written. 


Before he again echoes the cry of most 
of labor's leadership for repeal of the Taft- 
Hartley Act, Mr. Truman would do well to 
consider the results of a Gallup poll pub- 
lished last week, The poll examined Amer- 
ican opinion of the act after its first year 
of operation. During that year, hardly a 
day has passed without some labor union 
leader or other arising to demand the act’s 
repeal. No law has been the subject of so 
unremitting and unrestrained an attack 
since management rebelled against the 
Wagner Act after its adoption in 1935, 


They Can’t Be Fooled 


But, the poll indicates, labor's leaders 
have been just about as ineffective as man- 
agement's Were in those days. Labor’s lead- 
ers have not, in fact, even made a deep 
impress on their own rank and file. 


The Gallup interviewers found that 
among organized workers, 2 per cent be- 
lieve the Taft-Hartley Act should be made 
atricter;. 21 per cant that it should be 
made less strict; 38 per cent that it should 
be repealed, and 21 per cent that it should 
be left unchanged. Eighteen per cent are 
without ‘opinion—that is, absolutely un- 
moved by the issue. 


In other words, the constantly reitefated 
demand by labor's leaders that the Tafi- 
Hartley Act be wiped clear off the books 
has not been persuasive to 62 per cent of 
union Members. Only a little more than 
a third of them have been converted in 
the space ,of 12 months,

Between Book Ends 
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W hat Science Means to I's 


SCIENCE, SERVANT OF MAN, by (¢. Bernard Cohan. 
(Little, Brown & Ce., 214 pages, plus bibliography, 
notes and index, $4.00.) 

Dr. Cohen's book serves two purposes. 
It presents a graphic and connected resu- 
me of the outstanding achievements of 
acience, pure and applied, and makes it 
quite clear that science is a part of the 
humanities and should be so considered. In 
these troubled days many laymen are in- 
clined to believe that scientists have over- 
reached themselves and that the “Conquest 
of Nature” has de-sensitized the spiritual 
apparatus of the race. 

If mankind in general has misused the 
discoveries and inventions of sciehce it is 
not the fault of its Voltas, Faradays and 
Einsteins. In any case the restless search 
for the truth whether by theologian, philos- 
opher, statesman, poet or physicist, cannot 
be stayed on any front. The indicated task 
of the layman, then, is to understand the 
scientific method as well as its technologi- 
cal by-products and to co-ordinate the 
whole process with mankind's social move- 
ments and ethical aspirations. 

Admittedly, this is a task for which we 
all are poorly trained. The possible conse- 
quences of failure, however, are so obvious 
that everyone, not hopelessly irresponsible, 
should welcome the painless indoctrination 
of such a book as Dr. Cohen's. 

An impressive detail of this view into the 
scientific mind is that it shows the pure 
scientist thinking in terms of knowledge 
and not of gadgete—destructive or other- 
wise. Another is the indivisibility of re- 
search, Newton spoke of having a superior 
vision because he stood on other men’s 
shoulders and the course of every great 
discovery shows that one mind, alone, has 
never been enough to complete the config- 

uration of a new principle. Hybrid corn, for 
instance, stems from the “Mendelian Laws 
of Heredity” (recently “ ”" by the 
Russians) but the laws had to be redis- 
covered before they could be given this far- 
reaching application. 

Some readers may be surprised to learn 
from Dr. Cohen that the eighteenth cen-

In fact, seven-odd could have been 
made by gambling on a 2-2 break 
of the outstanding trumps. | 

At one table, South ended in six 
no-trump doubled, the bidding go- 
ing: two no-trump by South, four 
hearts by North, six no-trump by 
South, and double by West. The 
latter felt that his strength in 
three suits justified a double—and 
he was right, as things turned 
out. 
West opened the spade king, 
and after a very long huddle, 
South passed the trick. West then 
led the spade eight (since South's 
ten had fallen) and South cashed 
the act. Declarer, obviously <— 
ing for a squeeze, cashed his 
three diamonds (discarding a club 
from dummy) before running the 
hearts, and his plan unquestion- 
ably would have succeeded except 
for the alertness of the defense. [If 
East had given up his “measly” 
seven of spades, West would have 
been squeezed. When dummy 
cashed the last heart, it would 
have only two other cards-—a 
spade and a club. Declarer’s last 
two cards would be the ace-queen 
of clubs. If West kept his club 
king guarded, he would have to 
abandon the spade suit, and then 
dummy’s spade six would be good. 

When, however, East actually 
held grimly to the spade seven, 
West could give up every one of 
his spades and concentrate on 
guarding the club suit. Down one!
